Itr, and is now a teacher and 
examiner for the Canadian Ski 
School. He wlil give a short talk on 
Canada's possibilities in the next 
Olympic games, and on the role of 
the Canadian Ski SchooL He is In 
charge of the sh'owingof "A Nation 
of Skiers" In this country. Before 
coming here the film toured Eng- 
land with tremendous success.

Further Letter 
Is Sent to DVÂ 

Veterans Are Billed 
For Fees Owing For 
Pre-discharge Studies 

Further suggestions intended to 
Improve the Veterans' Rehabilita- 
tion Act arc contained in a letter 
to be sent to Walter S. Woods, De- 
puty Minister of . Veterans' Affairs 
in Ottawa, by the executive of the 
McGill Student Veterans' Society. 

Prompted by the complaints of 
a number of student ex-servicemen 
at McGill that they had received 
bills asking for payment of Uni- 
versity fees from the time they had 
beguÀ the term 'uhturthéy had re- 
ceived their discharge, the letter 
states the beUe'f that all University 
fees should be paid by the Depart- 
ment of Veterans* Affairs regard- 
less of when the veteran may have 
been discharged. 

Amông other cases put forward 
In the letter Is the one regarding 
war widows. War widows receive a 
pension and basic gratuities from 
the' government,' but arc not en- 
titled to the Re-establishment cre- 
dit' Working on' the basis that the 
Act is intended ;to provide veterans 
with/ the means- whereby they 
might make up for ''the time that 
they lost while in the services, tlie 
Veterans' Society executive feels 
that the widows of the men who 
fell in the war should be entitled 
to receive the benefits which will 
help them to provide for them- 
selves and their family. This would 
entail no cash ' output on the part 
of the ' government, since the pen- 
sion would ' look aftéf|ttiév widow 
and her family; but it'Vôuld niean 
passing legislation hereby war wi- 
dows will be enabled to take ad- 
vantage of the University scheme, 
and other similar projects. 

Final point stressed In the letter 
applies to Medical Students at the 
University, who during the sum- 
mer months, work In hospitals with

Editorials from other university publications 
are reprinted in this paper not because of any 
direct reference to a McGill problem or ques- 
tion, although if such a case should arise, we 
would not hesitate to reproduce opinion from 
other campi, stating at the same time in an edi- 
torial note, that sucli an article was reprinted 
^\àth the definite idea of presenting other points 
of view to McGill students whd arc occupied 
with a similar problem. 

Generally, however, editorials are reprinted 
because we feel that McGill students should not 
only be informed about the news events from 
other Canadian universities, but should also 
have an opportunity to read in their own paper, 
what student-problems are faced by these other 
universities, and how Ihe various newspapers 
react to them editorially.— C. W. 



Canada and Jazz 

As has been the custom with most forms of 
music in Canada, jazï too has invariably been 
imnprted for us from the United States. At first 
thne was even very little importation, and then 
a number of enterprising Montrealers. began to 
hire well-known American jasB .musioians, 
bringing^ tiiem to Montreal and some other 
Canadian ciUes for "jam sessions". 

Since last month however, a group of people 
intersted in jazz began to look to Canadian mu- 
sicians as possible performers; two all-Cana- 
dian jasz concerts were organised, and proved 
to be a definite musical success. This week a 
further blow is bing i^ven to the old bogey that 
only imported musicianship is good, when a 
"jazs battle" is scheduled between a Montreal 
and. an Ottawa jazz orchestra. 

Both as an expression of a culture different 
in form from anything taken over from Europe, 
and as a basic expression of rhythms that have 
fascinated musicologists and "liepcats" alike, the 
real, uncommercial jazz is a form of art which

The Editor In Chiet 

Dear Sir.— Except In clarifying the very import- 
ant details of procedure I fail to icc where your 
front page Editorial, has any obJecUvc or Instructive 
criticism of the late lamentable Students Society 
mcctinsE. In fact In its preoccupation with superfi- 
cialities and its generally unconstructlve approach, 
the Daily has been lowered to the same partisan and 
distrustful level that it was apparently the purpose 
of your Editorial to condemn. 

There has been much whispering and many ac- 
cusations and counter accusations of "pressure 
group" action around the campus In the last few 
weeks, chiefly in the undercover manner that certain 
biological functions were discussed in the Victorian 
Era. If Uiere are pressure groups dominating Stu- 
dent self-government let's have It out in the open 
Instead of all these vague warnings and suspicions 
which can only breed more distrust 

Your only tangible allusion to a specific pressure 
group is in the first . paragraph of your Editorial, 
where you state,— "Immediately before the meeting 
held last night we attempted to draw the attention 
of students to the amount of pressure which had 
been exerted at the previous meeting, showing by 
means of the concrete examples of the retraction of 
certain sub^amendments, how strong pressure really 
was." The obvious implication in this sentence and 
in Mr. Ornstein's letter of retraction published in the 
Daily of February twelfth is that two students, who 
on their own Initiative, had exercised- their student's 
right of tabling sub>amendments, had been forced by 
a hostile group to retract

It anyone is being caUed a Red it is 
for the very good reason that the Student body as 
a whole Is getting sick, tired and fed up of political 
clubs taking part In campus government and the 
group who has led thht .movemehi' has been the 
L.P.P. ' 

If people are now attending the. Students Society 
meetings with closed minds It is because the whole 
isue has been dragged backwards and forwards be- 
fore the Students' minds for three weeks until they 
are now either apathetic and disgusted or completely 
rigid in their opinions. Nothing could speak more 
eloquently jBgalnst small quorums than the filibus 
tering, hagglini^d group decisions that have been 
possible in the last two meetings. The only other 
dlsceroible pressure group that I can see at the mo- 
ment is that of general Student indignation which 
in settling this question will place quonuns and StU' 
dent Society meethigs completely out of the hands 
of any sbigle group on this campus.
